Water is a living organism— it 
needs oxygen to survive, A 
stream will purify itself, given 
enough' time, enough extra water, 
and, enough oxygen.

1. The motorboat "must be 
operated in a careful and pru- 
dent manner and al a reasonable 
distance from persons and prop- 
erly st) as nut lo endanger the 
life or properly of any' person." 

2. Neither the powerboat or the 
tow rope may be manipulated in 
such a way as lo cause Ihc skier 
lo "collide with or strike against 
any" person or objccls except ski 
jumps, • buoys %-ijul like .objccls 
normally used in competitive or 
recreational . skiing." 

3. Water skiing or aquaplan- 
ing may be carried on only from 
one half hour before sunrise to 
one half hour after sunset unless 
part of a water sports tourna- 
ment exhibition or trial for which 
adequate lighting is provided. 
—4^— There must bc-a-U v S^Coasl 
Guard approved life saving de- 
vice on board for each- person in 
the, boat or. on skis. . .. • 

5. The speed of the boat must 
enable it to be stopped' within 
the "assured clear distance 
ahead" 

6. No person* may. operate .a 
motorboat who Is. intoxicated or 
under the influence of narcotic 
drugs. -

"The annual 
physical examination which the 
ACS also, recommends can 'check 
out the regions which the individ- 
ual cannot sec himself. 

"Diagnosis of skin cancer is us- 
ually a simple and well-nigh pain- 
less procedure. The .physician in 
his own office can take* a small 
biopsy (sample- of tissue) - and 
have it checked under the micro- 
scope. .If the cancer 'is found in 
time,' it can usually be removed 
leaving an almost undetectable 
scar— if the scar can indeed be 
noticed at all.

Three floors Is IT for the time 
being for .the Lake County Courts 
building under construction on 
Courthouse Square in downtown 

Waukcgan. 

The Lake County Public Build- 
ing Commission made a unani- 
mous decision recently to elim- 
inate the fourth floor. as it prob- 
ably would not be needed for 
five or ten years. 

This will mean a saving of at 
least §275,000. 

The commissioners decided in- 
formally to turn down the re- 
quest for private judicial cham- 
bers at the extreme northwest of 
the proposed fourth floor. This 
would have cost an estimated 
$75,0(10. 

The shell for a fourth floor will 
be constructed for the courts 
building,. Completion is sched- 
uled for late spring or early 
summer. 

The request for special -private 



chambers on the proposed fourth 
floor came from Illinois Appel- 
late Court Justice Thomas J. 
Mo ran and Acting Justice Glenn 
K. Scidenfeld, former Chief Cir- 
cuit court judge, 'assigned per- 
manently to the Appellate court 
by the Illinois Supreme Court. 

It was understood that the- two 
high state court jurists can prob- 
ably move into the 10-story Lake 
County Administration Building. 

The three-floor court building 
will provide 12 courtrooms— seven 
for jury cases, five for non-jury 
cases. i 

Commission Chairman Taislo 
A. Alio said that he had met with 
Justice Scidenfeld, Chief Circuit 
Judge LaVerne A. Dixon! and 
State's- Atty. Bruno W. Stanczak 
and they said a fourth floor was 
not needed at the present time. 

The commission adopted a 
budget of $823,500 for the year 
ending Oct, 31.

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Ticks And Fleas 
Summer Problem 

- Tick ~ and flea - problems will 
soon begin on the family pets, es- 
pecially dogs and cats. If left un- 
controlled, they < may become a 
serious problem in a home or 
home yard by late summer; 

Adult fleas are dark brown to 
nearly black insects that move 
swiftly among the hairs of ani- 
mals. Fleas attack a wide vari- 
ety of warm-blooded animals, in- 
cluding man, dogs, cats, chick- 
ens, swine, rabbits, squirrels, 
rats, mice and other ainmals. 
Usually they make several punc- 
tures in the skin when feeding. 
These bites jnay. not. bother most 
persons, but may. cause irritation 
and swelling in others. . 

Pleas lay eggs wherever the 
female' happens to be at the time. 
The- eggs arc laid among the 
hairs on the animal but soon 
sift to the ground. The flea 
larvae arc scavengers, feeding 
on dirt, excrement and debris of 
many kinds; These larvae pupate 
and soon after, become adults. 
The life cycle may be completed 
in as lilt leas two to three weeks, 
depending on temperature. 

In the house, flea larvae infest 
rugs, upholstered furniture, and 
pel baskets; outside, they con- 
gregate in sandy areas beneath 
shrubs, flowers, and- places where 
pels like to /est. 

Flea infestations in homes us- 
.pally become more evident after 
animals arc removed. Adult 
fleas continue to develop from 
the worm population that is al- 
ready present. The hungry adults 
soon overrun the premises attack- 
ing any warm-blooded animal 
that comes along, including peo- 
ple. When people leave' home 
on a vacalion-lakiug-thcir pels 
with them, ll\cy. oflcn return 
home to be greeted by a house- 
ful of hungry fleas. 

DAMAGE: Fleas are annoy- 
ing and their bites cause intense 
itching, resulting in secondary 
infeclionsTTlcas ureTalso the in- 
termediate hosts for certain 
round and flat worms of man and 
animals: It Would be necessary, 
however, lo swallow an infected 
flea to become infected. 
■ Brown dog ticks are domestic 
ticks found in houses where dogs 
arc kept. Engorged females j drop 
off the dogs and deposit 1000- 
3000 eggs ( in cracks and crevices: 
These eggs hatch in 3-8 weeks. 
This tick does not. bile humans, 
however, their presence in great 
numbers makes them a nuisance.. 
The Amcrictin dog tick does feed 
on humans. This tick is oftcr 
referred to as a wood tick and 
can be picked up in underbrush 
or tall grass while o na picnic. . 

CONTROL: fl) diazinon (spec- 
tracide)— : Use 8 ounces lo 10,000 
square feet of lawn. Apply 'with 
a hose-end sprayer. (2) diazi- 
nin or chlordanc— spray base- 
boards "in the house— only the 
baseboards. (3> sevin (carbaryl 
or N, Mcthyl-carbanale)— found 
in the commercial flea and lick 
powders. Treat your pel thor- 
oughly and also the area where 
Ihc pel rests at least once a 
month during the warm weather 
'June-October). In severe cases, 
use the powder liberally oyer 
the floor including the rug, being 
sure to cover all cracks antt 
crevices. Leave this on the floor 
for aL least 24 hours. Then vac- 
uum this powder up.

The Food S^amp Program is

Food stamps arc sold, by county 
departments of public aid in down- 
slate counties and' by currency 
exchanges in Cook County. When 
a participant .buys stamps, he re- 
ceives additional free stamps 
which increase his total food bud- 
"gelovenfitJO percent on the aver- 
age. 

Mrs. Hewitt said that in Lake 
County, stamps will bo sold by the 
Lake County Department of Public

used tu buy pel foods, liquor, to- 
bacco," household supplies, or im- 
ported foods"cxcept "coffee, tea, 
cocoa, and bananns.

The superintendent also pointed 
out that in the first month, a par- 
ticipant pays only one-half of the 
specified payment for stamps but 
receeives the full complement of 
stamps. This one-time reduced 
cost feature helps a participant 
start the program and- begin 
"budgeting for the regular payment 
required in the. second month. 
ELIGIBILITY 

■ Persons receiving Old Age As- 
sistance, or Disability 'Assistance,

eral Assistance arc eligible to 
participate except those who live 
in institutions, nursing home*, or 
sheltered care arrangements, or 
' who cat in restaurants because 
they are unable to prepare their 
own meals.
